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TURNOVER TAX STILL TO FORE 


| It is not often that Mr. Bennett 
admits he was deterred from taking a 
certain course because streng oppos- 
ition to it was manifested.. But this 
he did, on Thursday in answering 
Mr. Bourassa, who expressed regred 
that he failed to introduce the turn- 
over tax after advocating it before 
he came into power. The premier 
said that he would have liked to do 
so when it became necessary to find 
more revenue, but a persistent eam- | 
paign had been made against the 
move by financial and news journals. 
He was still impressed by its fair- 
ness, however, and hoped that it 
would yet be sponsored by some min- 
ister of finance, for he felt it would 
prove acceptable to the Canadian 
people. 


The main argument against the 
adoption of the proposal was that 
at a time of business difficulty it 


would be a mistake to try out any 
experiment in taxation. The objec- 
tion was a valid one and it was not 
raised alone by the press of the 
country. The Retail Merchants’ as- 
sociation issued a pamphlet in which 
the tax was criticized on general 
grounds. It was held to be inequit- 
able and costly to collect . Business 
concerns with a large turnover at a 
smal? profit would be paying entire- 
ly out of proportion to those which 
had a small turnover and a_ large 
profit. 

(But there is much to be said on 
the other side and a more complete 
investigation is desirable. What is 
meant by a turnover tax was ex- 
plained as follows by the Citizens’ 
Research Institute of Canada last 
winter. 

It is a variety of sales tax, but 
whereas the sales tax, as we have 
known, it is limited to the man- 
ufacturer, producer, importer, 
wholesaler, and jobber, or as at 
present in Canada, to that one 
of those who is first in the chain 
to sell commodities in their most 
highly finished state, the turn- 
over tax, applied to its theoret- 
fical limit, is a tax upon the 
gross sales of commodities and 
services of all business, whether 
manufacturing, wholtesaling, job- 
bing or retailing, and whether 
mercantile, financial or profes- 
sional, It is applied not only 
at the initial stage, not only at 
‘tthe final stage, but at all stages 
between the raw material and the 
consumer. ‘To this form of gross 
seles tax the term turnover tax, 
has been aptly applied. 

The rate has been usually one per 
vent. at each stage and it is claimed 
by the advocates of the proposal that

1903, with 8.2'', and June of the fa- 
mous crop year of 1915, with 8.6’’ 
this was the heaviest June rainfall 
recorded in the twenty-four . years 
sine> records were started at the 
Experimental Station. Only in six 
ycars including. 1908 and 1915, has 
rainfall exceéded four 
inches, which indicates the relativoly 
heavy precipitation of June 1981. 
Some rain fel on 18 days duritg 
June, but the heaviest rain was’ on 
Jum> 17, with 2.26 inches, and Jute 
25, 29 end 30 with 8.31 inches, It is 
very rarely that over two inches is 
recorded for any rainfall; and 8,31 
is with two exceptions the heaviest 
tain recorded in twenty-four years. 

The keeping of weather records is 
very much more than a maiter of 
interest. Weather, like history, re- 
poats itself, and a review of twenty- 
four years’ records indicates that 
there has not been any marked 
change in either temperature or pre- 
cipitation. The nearly three years, 
from July 8, 1928 to June 9, 1931, 
was the dryest period on record at 
Lacombe, with an average annual 
precipitation of only 11.8 inches, as 
egainst the twenty-four year average 
of 17.5 inches. There has never 
been a ceries'of more than three dry 
years in succession, and based on: 
this fact, the prediction was ven- 
tured in a weather review on May 7, 
1931, that as the famous crop year 
128 followed a series of three very 
dry years, this year 1931 would pro- 
bably break the long, dry spell and 
might prove another good crop year. 
A quarter century of weather  rec- 
ords, precipitation, evaporation, wind 
direction and velocity, hours of sun- 
shine, and temperatures, will soon 
be available at the Experimental 
Station, Lacombe, and as the number 
of annual records available increases, 
this data will increase in value, as 
an indication of what weather condi- 
tions may be expected.

A 
cartoon once appeared depicting 
Unele Sam sitting on the world, with 
an extremely supercilious expression 
on his face. Below was. written 
‘In dt but ‘not of it.’’ That was a 
concrete representation of the Doc- 
trine of American Isolation. 

With the nations of the world to- 
day financially, economically and 
socially inter-dependent. it is no 
longer possiblé for one to exist with- 
out due reference to the conditions 
prevailing in the others. ‘Lack of 
realization of this truth has led to 
insistence upon full payment of 
crushing reparations by Germany, 
and equally crushing repayment of 
debts by the Allies and upon accum- 
ulation of gold in the United States. 
and France.'’ The isolation doctrine 
was a sound economic policy last 
century, but it:is no longer—as the 
present precarious condition of cer- 
tain European.countries illustrates 
only too weil, 

Realization on the part of the Un- 
ited States has been slow for a 
country so young, so receptive to 
new scientific ideas and so cosmo- 
politan in its citizenry. Calamaties of 
world-wide proportions have been 
necessary to drive the truth home. 
The first was the war. The United 
States—partly for internal political 
reasons, but mainly because of this 
doctrine—stood aloof from the war. 
Then it was realzz that however 
stupid the war itself was, however 


muzh the result of bungling pre-war | 


Eu*opean diplomacy and intensified 
nationalisms on the European  con- 
tinent—it was of such dimensions 
that it was inescapable. The United 
States entered the conflict and the 
very basic -prinicples of the doctrine 
were violated. 


The second was the financial and 
etonomic crash of 1929-1930. The 
end of the war found a reaction in 
favor of the isolation policy. The 


United States withdrew into its shell 
disclaimed connection with the vis- 
tionary President Wilson, and  pro- 
ceeded to collect its just debts with 
laudable persistence, but dubious wis- 
dom. The result we are now meet- 
ing—a calamity as widely influen- 
tial as the war itself. 

The fact that America has been 
induced to lead the way to a new 
era of international co-operation — 
and despite the present adamant at- 
titude of France, the movement is 
bound to gain impetus and ultim- 
ately to prevail—has delivered per- 
haps the most deadly blow yet to 
the doctrine of Amercan self-suffi- 
ciency.

It is mot so much beeause of the 
immediete effect that it may have, 
25 because of whet it portends, thal 
the step which Mr. Hoover has taken 
has created so profound an impres- 
sion. The suSpension of inter-gov- 
ernmental debts for a year would 
eas> Germany's situation and the 
fears for its future that have been 
holding back the world’s economic 
recovery. But this in itself will not 
put an end to existing § difficulties 
and is not- sufficient to account for 
the striking response which the 
marke‘s are making to the provid-nt 
announcement, 

The move is interpreted as fore- 
rhadowing those on the part of the 
government of the United States 
which will do much more to place 
international financial arrangements 
‘mn a sound basis. It links up the 
questions of German reparations and 
allied war debts in spite of the of- 
ficial reiteration that the former is 
purely a European problem, and it 
is regarded as a recognition that the 
attitude towards them hitherto adopt- 
ed at Washington has impeded ser- 
iously the return to better times. 

The large advance in security and 
commodity prices that immediately | 
ensued on the American exchanges | 
must encourage the government 
greatly to persist in the course on 
which it has entered. There could be 
no better evidence that the feeling 
now prevails among our neighbors 
that they have been acting contrary 
to their own interests in standing by 
the terms of the debt agreements. 
When so much more confidence is 
displayed in the future of American 
enterprises and in the increased de- 
mand for American products because 
cf the proposal to help Europe in 
getting back on its feet, it surely 
follows that the extending of addi- 
tional assistance to 
will be welcomed.

It is just as well, in 
view of past disappointments and of 
the obstacles that may still have to 
be surmounted, to restrain the opti- 
mism that the announcement from 
Washington has aroused. But the 
development is one of major import- 
ance and, along with the manner in 
which it has been received, gives an 
immense stimulus to the hope that 
the march of progress ‘s about to be 
resumed all along the line.

HOOVER'S MORATORIUM 
GOES INTO EFFECT 


PARIS, July 7—An_ international 

agreement suspending payments on 
all war debts arising from the Great 
War, until July 1, 19382, was in ef- 
fect today as’a means of resuscitat- 
ing the economic life of Germany and 
the entire work. 
United States and French dele- 
gates after 11 days of stubborn ne- 
gotiations, signed an accord shortly 
before midnight which accepted Pres- 
ident Hoover’s offer to defer remit- 
tance on inter-allied war debts for 
one year providing Germany’s rep- 
arations payments also were post- 
poned. All other nations affected 
previously had signified their  ac- 
ceptance. 

The protocol of the accord was in- 
itialed in the red drawing room of 
the ministry of the interior by Sec- 
retary of the United States Treas- 
ury, Andrew W. Mellon and United 
States Ambassador Walter E. Edge, 
representing the United States, and 
by Premier Pilerre Laval, Foreign 
Minister Aristide Briand, Finance 
Minister Pierre Flandin and other 
officials representing France.

plan. She will endeavor to arrive at 
an agreement with the world bank, 
whereby in case Germany declares a 
(noratorium she will cover the guar- 
pntee fund only to the amount act- 
pally required by the bank. 

She will leave to a commission of 
fiseal experts the question whether 
{Germany shall respect her obligations 
to continue payments in kind, the 
decision to be in harmony with the 
spirit of the Hoover proposal.

RESTRICTING THE CRITICS 


Pubile libraries in many. Canadian 


cities are asking ‘Ottawa to exempt 
a great many United States period- 
icalg trom. the superstes--In-connec- 
tion with this, the Winnipeg Trib- 
ur: points out that too many ex- 
eniptions would kill the very pur- 
pose of the tax, which, the Tribune 
considers, is to stop objectionable 
literature from coming into Canada. 

In one sense the Tribune is right.. 
Too many exemptions would merely 
throw this particular tariff provis- 
ion into disrepute, by taking the 
sting out of it. The difficulty, how- 
ever, does not end here. 

If as some maintain, the tax on 
foreign magazines is aimed primar- 
ily at United States advertising, then 
the fewer the exemptions the more 
likely the tariff is to succeed in its 
objective. But, if, as the Tribune 
claims, the tax is aimed at the liter- 
ature contained in the periodicals, 
then decision as to what to exempt 
becomes infinitely more difficult. 

There are a great many harmful 
magazines, obfiously cheap, flashy, 
and without redeeming features. To 
tax these heavily can only be ben- 
eficial. But there is another type 
of literature which may suffer be- 
ccuse of the tariff, and which should 
not be victimized. A Toronto writer 
the other day attacked the works of 
Aldous Huxley and Theodore Dreiser 
and said he hoped the Bennett tariff 
would stop them from coming into 
Canada. This is a typical example 
of the danger to which we refer. 

Human beings build institutions 
and acquire traditions, They come 
to love these—which they build 
themselves__so intensely that ‘they 
consider any attack upon them as 
immoral. What is, is right. We are 
all, to some extent, slaves of this 
philosophy. Yet progress is brought 
about by a gradual breaking down 
of institutions and traditions and 
substitution of new ones. Always 
there are writers ahead of their time, 
who are called immoral and outcasts 
because they attack covrageously the 
existing order of things. 

Only in recent years has any de- 
gree of tolerance been felt by the 
public toward these men, and it is 
mot very marked today, There is a 
great body of citizens who would like 
to use the Bennett tariff on foreign 
periodicals as a weapon against such 
men, because they do not like to see 
the existing order criticized. 

We do not wish to tear down ins- 
titutions before the world is ready 
for them to come down, but do not 
wish to see oriticism of them in any 
way hampered. On the other hand 
we have the state, the church, the 
capitalistic system, the institution of 
marriage and a hundred and one 
other accepted conventions. On the 
other hand we have the critics of 
these things. Out of the clash of 
these two forces comes intelligent 
progress. To restrict the criticism 
paves the way to stagnation and de- 
cay.

The preliminary report on the Brit- 
ish cetisus is an arresting one. De- 
spite the unemployment troubles 
which have persisted since the war 
and the efforts to stimulate emigra- 
‘tion because it was felt ‘that the 
‘country contained more people than 
it could sustain properly, the popula- 
tion of the island has gone up a little 
‘more than 2,000,000 during the past 
decade, It stood on the day of the 
‘enumeration at 44,700,485 and the 
number of persons per square mile is 
stated to be the highest in any coun- 
try where a count is made, with the 


‘piobable exception of Belgium. 


Engiand and: Wales more than. ac- 
count for the increase. For the first 
time in its history, Scotland showe a 
decrease, amounting to just short of 
40000. Even in the previous decade 
the northern kingdom had a gain of 
121,400, and that period included the 
war, which took a toll of 200,000 
Scottish dead. What is the explan: 
the two 
sides of the Tweed? It is probably 


‘found in the expansion of urban in- 
‘dustry, which tends to concentrate in 
the south. But Glasgow has contin- ,’ 


ued to grow and nearly a quarter of 
the less than 5,000,000 people in 
Scotland live in that city. 

The explanation of population in 
Engtand and Wales which are treat- 
ed together in the report is all the 
moresremarkable because it lays em- 
phasis on the decline in the birth 
rate, which is stated to be lower than 
anywhere else except in Sweden. This 
has been offset partially by a sub- 
stantial cut in the death rate. But 
it would have resulted in keeping the 
population increase to small propor- 
tions, if there had been anything like 
the same movement overseas as be- 
fore the war. The marked lessening 
of that movement though the coun- 
try has been much less prosperous 
than prior to 1914, is thus mainly re- 
sponsible for the growth recorded. 

The falling off of emigration can- 
not be said to be due to restrictions 
‘established by countries where new 
homes were previously sought. For 
the greater part of a decade other 
lands within the empire welcome the 
British citizens and for quite a few 
years the British quota fixed by the 
United States has not been filled. 
What has worked more than any- 
thing else against emigration is un- 
doubtedly the social legislation that 
has been in force. With its benefits 
those who in the old days would have 
gone elsewhere have been loth to 
leave. 


SWINGING BACK TO NORMAL 
‘(Even under Socialism, wages 
must be paid according to the work 


done, andsmot aceordingto the needs 


of the workers.’’ So said Stalin and 
a new era in Russia began. The | 
wage scale is to be readjusted. Skill- | 
ed workers are to receive more money 
than unskilled workers, individual 
industry is to be encouraged by the 
promise of greater reward, and the 
old Marxian doctrine, ‘‘From each 
according to his ability, to eath ac- 
cording to his needs,’’ is to be dis- 
carded. -Stalin, himself stated: <‘‘It 
is unbearable to see a . locomotive 


bookkeeper. ’’ 

The reason advanced for this shift 
in Soviet Government policy is that, 
under pure Communism there is no 
incentive for the people to qualify 
themselves for more difficult work. 
In ‘other words the old capitalist ar- 
‘gument has carried weight at 
Completely even distrib ‘tion of 
wealth has been found by the Rus- 
sians to be a drag upon ambition. 

The whole history of the Russian 
experiment is the story of an _  at- 
tempt to build a new civilization up- 
on an abstract social theory, and as 
the years have passed the 
has been modified and changed to 
suit real conditions. Lenin found 
pure Marxian Social was impractic- 
able—even though Russia was fund- 
amentally Oriental in structure and 
the Russian millions easy to organ- 
ize into a new society, due to the 
despotism of the Czars—and he evol- 
ved, instead, the New Economic Pol- 
icy. Stalin attempted to communize 
the farms to a greater extent than 
had been done by Lenin, but his ef- 
forts were not entirely successful be- 
cause the members of the Kulak 
(wealthy peasant) class offered pas- 
sive resistance and destroyed much 
of the produce, livestock and machin- 
ery of their farms rather than let 
them be confiscated by the govern- 
ment. Then the movement for pay- 
ment by piece work began. It was 
the first significant step away from 
Communism. Now Stalin has out- 
lined a program which has all the 
appearance of a first step back to 
some sort of capitalism. 

We cannot be sure, of course, for 
Stalin is an opportunist, and the 
fact that he has restored payment ac- 
cording to ability, does not niean 
that he has necessarily given up

pure Communism as the ultimate ob- | 


jective of the Russian people. Yet 
the concessions are intensely signif- 
icant. 

If they do spell the end of OCom- 
munism in Russia and the end of 
Lenin's dream, it will be the end of 
the most ambitious and most coyr- 
ageous experiment in modern times. 
Only the bigot would dispute the 
claim that ideal Communism—in 
which all men are equally endowed 
with wealth, equally wise and good 
—is the ideal state. Lenin attempt- 
ed to build this ideal condition out 
of the material of feudal Rugsia, but 
the impact of reality\qusfified his 
vision,

TO REORGANIZE POOL 
SYSTEM 

The air has been filled with rum- 
ors of wheat pool disaster during 
the past week, but statements issued 
by Premier Bracken of Manitoba and 
Premier Brownlee of Alberta yes- 
terday indicate that the pools in 
these two provinces will continue to 
operate the elevator systems built up 
during the seven years of pool exist- 
ence. These pool elevators com-

prise practically all the security held 
by =the governments for. the indebt- 
edness incurred by the guarantees 
to the banks for financing the 1929 
crop. ' 

The pools have been hard hit in 
the economic crisis and the’ drastic 
and prolonged declines in wheat 
prices. Radical reorganization in 
pool methods will have to be made 
to meet the new conditions. The 
Manitoba pool has already decided to 
free its members from the obliga- 
tion to pool their grain. They may 
now sell in the open market. It ap- 
pears certain that the Saskatchewan 
and Alberta pools will have to ex- 
tend similar lattitude to their mem- 
bers in order to forestall extensive 
desertions. There is no good reason 
why this course should not be fol- 
lowed in the event that a wheat 
board is not established, and there 
seems little hikelihood of that. 

It is probable that the activities 
of the central selling agency of the 
pools will be greatly restricted this 
year. With Manitoba members be- 
ing allowed to market their own 
wheat and with the crop in South- 
ern Saskatchewan almost a_ total 
failure, pool giain will be greatly 
restricted fn any case. But in any 
event the central selling agency can- 
not be abolished until the unsold 
balance of the 1930 crop has been 
disposed of. ' 

The Alberta pool is in the strong 
est position of the three co-operative 
organizations. Premier Brownlee in 
a statement yesterday hinted that a 
reorganization may be undertaken, 
but he was emphatic in declaring that 
the elevator chain would be  oper- 
ated by the pool as a unit for the 
benefit of pool members. This means 
that the Alberta government is de- 
sirous that tha pool should remain 
in business. In this province, unlike 
Manitoba, the pool and the elevator 
system are one and there has been 
little if any dissatisfaction express- 
ed with the manner in which the ele- 
vator chain has been managed. More- 
over, it is fairly obvious that the 
provincial government would run into 
a peck of trouble if it undertook to 
operate the elevators. It would be 
subject to endless complaint against 
under-grading and political pressure 
would be brought to bear in favor of 
preferential treatment. 

The present apparent trend in 
pool affairs is toward separation. 
With pool selling methods completely 
revolutionized so as to include trad- 
ing in futures and with members 
being granted alternative methods 
of sale, the need for a central  sell- 
ing agency largely disappears, The 
Alberta pool might serve it own best 
interests by acting independently of 
the other organizations, and this 
looks to be an opportune time to 
take steps to sever relations.

OUR DISAPPEARING 
WILDFLOWERS 


The plains and woodlends of Cen- 
tral Alberta have long been famed 


for their beautiful wildflowers and 
flowering shrubs. 
It is therefore a matter of ex- 


treme regret to lovers of nature that 
some of our most beautiful flowers— 
those that find the struggie for ex- 
istence rather strenuous—such as 
Orange Lillies, Blue Fringed . Gen- 
tians, Ladies’ Slippers and other Or- 
chids, are rapidly disappearing and 
indeed are threatened with extinc- 
tion. 

The brush hook and the breaking 
plow have forever ruined the major 
portion of our wildflower gardens. 
While this is regrettable it is una- 
voidable but it should be the aim 
and object of every right-minded cit- 
izen to help conserve and perpetuate 
these flowers where possible. 

Instead, many of our well mean- 
ing but thoughtless citizens help on 
the process of extermination by 
plucking’ every pretty flower with 
which they come in contact. It is 
quite a common sight to see adults 
and children coming in from the 
fields and meadows with whole arm- 
fuls of beautiful lilies. 

These can last only a very short 
time after being plucked and then 
they find their way to the rubbish 
heap where they are of no service 
or gratification to any one but the 
garbage man. If left in their native 
haunts to seed, they will make a 


riot of bloom another year which all 


may enjoy. 

It is aléo a common practice for 
the destroying public to break off 
twigs, branches, and whole limbs of 
Saskatoon and Cherry bushes. This 
results in an economic as well as 
aesthetic loss—because some of our 
most beautiful and useful birds 
flock to places where such fruit is 
most plentiful. 

A few words of admonition from 
parents and teachers in this connec- 
tion will serve to start most child- 
ren off on the right line of thinking. 

We have often heard the slogan: 
‘‘Make Alberta a better place in 
which to live’’, Let us make it a 
prettier place in which to live and it 
will be better to that extent at least.

close, as expected, by the end of the 
next week. 

It is anticipated that authority will 
be asked to raise at least one hund- 
red million dollars for *hese objects 
by way of a loan. The sum mention- 
ed is a very large one but it would 
be unwise to make it any smaller. 
While it need not all be utilized, the 
chances are that it will be found im- 
perative to do so. 

There is every indication that the 
government is prepared to accept a 
much large share of the responsib- 
ility for relief work than hitherto, 
and that it will have comprehesive 
proposals to make. Premier Brown- 
lee, speaking at Coronation on Fri- 
day, urged that, in order to stop the 
drifting of unemployed a scheme to 


be inaugurated all over Canada, on 
a certain date was required. That 
the matter has to be grappled with 
on a national basis is indisputable. 
Primary attention must, however, be 
given to the west and an undertak- 
ing that it would be was given by 
Senator Robertson before his return 
to Ottawa from his tour of these 
provinces. 


The further the discussion of the 
situation has gone, the more apparent 
it has become that it will be most 
effectively remedied through the 
providing of work on public  pro- 
jects. Of these the national highway, 
the completion of which was the re- 
medy to which Mr. Bennett commit- 
ted himself during the election cam- 
paign, will unquestionably meet the 
need better than any other. His 


promise was to aid in the building of 
the highway, not to have the domin- 
ion put it through altogether with 
its own funds. But it is clearly. his 
duty to take the initiative in formu- 
lating the plans and to assume a 
large proportion of the cost. He will 
be counted upon to announce these 
intentions when he seeks the appro- 
priation for relief purposes from 
parliament.
